Moose Jaw:--After being in the 
employ of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway for forty years, William 
Pascoe, locomotive engineer, of this 
city, has retired, at the age of 66 
years, Mr. Pascoe joined the Moose 
Jaw roundhouse staff in 1882. The 
following year he was promoted to 
fireman, and shortly after~ handled 
the shovel on the first Trans-Canada 
train, over the Moose Jaw-Medicine 
Hat division. In 1887, Mr. Pascoe 
was placed on the “hog-head’ ‘side 
of the engine, and handled the 
throttle on the first locomotive that 
hauled a passenger train from Moose 
Jaw to North Portal. 

Mr. Pascoe was one of the first to 
homestead in the Moose Jaw district, 
and after leaving his home in North 
Dorchester, Ont., he travelled to the 
end of the steel, then at Winnipeg, 
and completed his journey to this 
district by means of an ox cart.

German Reparations 


Lord Birkenhead Opposes Military 
Participation In Germany 

An interesting debate took place in 
the British House of Lords on the 
question of reparations and inter- 
allied debts, Lord Birkenhead, in 
opening the discussion strongly oppos- 
ed Britain's giving the slightest coun- 
tenance in participation in military | 
sanctions as urged by M. Poincare as 
these Involved risks. He declared it 
would be impossible to control the 
German forests and mines without a 
force of occupation, the cost of which 
would immediately reduce any cash re- 
sults, 

While ridiculing the idea that Ger- 
many had any capacity for armed re- 
sistance or could secretly become 
a militry menace to her neighbors, 
Birkenhead polnted out that Germany 
was still formidable, and there were 
limits to the humiliations which it 
would be wise to put upon her. He 
believed it would be extremely difi- 
cult to recommend to the British 
people a policy involving the payment 
of the United States debt and the re- 
mission of both German reparations 
and European debts.

+ Forest Reserves Open to Grazing 


Certain Areas In Prairie Provinces 
Have Been Open for Some 
Years Past 
In accordance with its established 
policy of making the most of all the 
natural resources of the land under 
{ts control, the Forestry Branch of 
the Department of the Interlor decld- 
ed some years ago to throw open for 
use certain areas of the forest re- 
serves in the prairle provinces that 


were adapted for grazing and were 
not immediately required for refor- 
estation purposes. ‘This policy has 


been supplemented by the initiation of 
a regular survey of the grazing lands 
of the reserves, The success of the 
policy has been marked, although, na- 
turally, tho depression in the stock 
industry of late years has been reflect- 
ed in the use made of the reserves, 
Grazing in the forest reserves was 
first practiced in 1914, and the value 
of the use was soon shown by the in- 
crease in the number of stock grazed 
on the reserves. In 1919 the number 
was only a few hundred short of 100,- 
000, although since somewhat reduced 
owing to the depression in the indus- 
try. <A striking feature of this work 
fs the number of small proprietors 
that are served in this way. Ina 
number of cases, however, these lave 
formed themselves into co-operative 
associations, in order the better to 
look after thelr own interests, and 
the formation of these asoclations has 
made for good results In the relations 
between the branch and the individual 
proprietors.

All ships leaving ports on the Dal 
tic Sea have been warned of the 
renewed danger of mines, many of 
which haye been found in various 
parts of the sea during the last 
month. 

The lastest casualty laid to mines 
is the loss of the Finnish Ightship 
Storbotten, which was blown up by 
a mine off Aland in September. 
Five of the crew of ten were lost. 
The loss of many vessels since the 
war 43 belfeved to have been caused 
by the mines. 

The sea was reported to be imine 
free after German boats had been 
sent to clear the waters last summer, 
It Js now alleged that this job was not 
well done and that there is still much 
danger from these floating dereiicts.

Russia Grows More Grain 


Is Now Getting Ready to Export 


Surplus Production 

Export of Russian grain by use of 
foreign capital was advocated in a re- 
port to the Central Executive Commit- 
tee of Soviets—workmen and  pens- 
ants’ parliament—at its last sitting In 
Moscow. 

The Mnking up of the rural economy 
of Russia with foreign markets 1s 
looked upon by Soviet officials as a 
means of bringing into the country 
capital which would help in the re-es- 
tablishment of both agriculture and 
industry. 

This year’s harvest of grain has 
yielded 47,000,00 tons, which is 
about 13,000,000 tons more than last 
year, and 20,000,000 tons less than the 
pre-war production. Allowing 7,000,- 
000 tons for sowing purposes, 28,000,- 
000 tons for the needs of the peasants, 
and some 3,000,000 tons for the needs 
of the towns, there is a balance ot 
over 8,000,000 tons, the greater part 
of which, according to the report, 
could be used for export. 

In pre-war times Russla exported 
yearly over 12,000,000 tons of grain, or 
15 per cent. of her production. Since 
then the sowing area has diminished 
from 222,750,000 areas in 1918 to 135,- 
| 000,000 acres in 1922, while the num- 
ber of livestock has fallen materially.

Behind 
the remaining unopened sealed door- 
way we must expect to find the burial 
chamber where the Pharoah still Hes 
in royal magnificence, Second, we 
have here a royal burial place, very 
little disturbed, in spite of the hurried 
plundering it suffered at the hands 
of the ancient tomb robbers,

lion of the beauty and refinement of 
Egyptian art and the culmination ot 
its development in the imperial age,
